SERVICE AUGUST 1.

Capacity of the Boat for Speed Great-
1y Increased—Fish Market

The harbor police boat Vigilant will be
ready for service again about tae 1st of
August, after having been laild up for three
months while new machinery was h. ing
built for her. The new engine for the Vigi-
lant, which was built at Boston, arrived at
Alexandria Monday, and Wm. A. M.orrta
Sons’, the contractors for the machinery,
now have the boat at that place placing the
engine and pumps in position. This, and
making the necessary steam connections,
will take about two weeks, when the Loat
will be brought back here to be fitted up.

Since being laid up the coal bunkers of
the Vigilant have been rebuilt and ealarged
to nearly three times their former capacity
This was made necessary by the gro-;\p--r
coal consumption of the new boiler, which
has about three times the stoamln,ax_ ca-
pacity of the old one. The new engine is of
fore-and-aft compound type, with cylinders
seven and thirteen inches in dlamﬂer_ with
ten-inch stroke, and is a fine plece ol ma-
chinery. It is expected the power it will
develop will make the harbor boat one of
the fastest tugs of her slze in the harbor.
I'ntil she is ready for service Harbormas-
ter Sutton will keep the launch Lovie Ran-
dall commission about the harbor.
